gram before the market can turn much. In 
this way he can keepeven on the deals and 
the percentage he deducts from all:margins, is 
gross profit. In this way he can make his 
yusiness as sure to him as is that of the pro- 
prietor of a keno-house who takes his share 
out of every pot for furnishing the machinery 
of the game and the room to the players. 

But most bucket-shop managers pre- 
fer to take some chances themselves, 
and so they hold themselves responsible 
for any difference between the amounts 
bought and sold throughthem. Under ordin- 
ary circumstances it has been found that this 
is an entirely safe thing to do. Thereis an 
inflexible rule of human nature underlying it. 
This ruleis that much more than fifty per 
cent of speculators will err in their judgment 
and be on the losing side. This principle is of 
course in favor of the manager if he lets the 
deals stand just as they are and accepts the 
responsibility of the difference between the 
aggregates bought and sold. The only time 
when the rule of course has an exception is 
when the market is going all one way, up or 
down, under the influence of some 
tremendous outside pressure and then a 
fool could hardly get on the wrong side. Un- 
der such circumstances the prudent manager 
will buy or sell through his reprsentative on 
the Chicago board so as to keep even with his 
patrons here. He has the advantage of she 
percentage deducted from the margin so that 
even in an extraordinary period he can hard- 
lv lose much. Under the operation of the 
regular laws of trade and ordinary fluctua- 
tions all the advantage is on the side of the 
manager. It takes a capital of about $7,000 to 
keep the Curtis Exchange in opération and 
the past season the profits have been steady 
and fair. 

Curtis has learned that his patrons are 
shrewder in their speculations and the pro- 
portion who miss it, although over fifty per 
cent is considerable less thanin the other shops 
where vounger and more venturesome speeu— 
lators xnbound. Take all business men and 
ninety per cent will err in judgment and fail. 
Take a picked lot of old heads full ef experi- 
ence and the pereentage of errors is smaller. 

Curtis is a well-known citizen of St. Louis. 
He used to be in the elothing business and 
hada good deal of litigation with Kent & 
Miller.

The hall on the north side of the rotunda, 
corresponding with that Curtis occupies, con- 
tains a shop presided over by Fred. Von Phul. 
The doors and walls contain the information 
that the place is the **Publie Produce and 
Stock Exchange.“ Precisely similar is the 
title of the shop which Curtis runs. The 
printed blanks for contracts are the same save 
at one place; they are addressed to“ F. B. 
Curtis,” and at the other to “Fred. Von 
Thul.“ The appointments in beth are almost 
identical and the rules the same. It is gener— 
ally believed that both belong to the 
same parties and are managed in 
harmony. Celsus Price, formerly superintedent 
of the State Insurance Department is believed 
to have an interest in them. Quintus Price, 
his brother is one of the bookkeepers in Vou 
Phul’s place. 

Von Phul belongs to one of the oldest fami— 
lies in St. Louis. He was formerly in the cot- 
ton and commission business. It was in large 
measure due to him that the business was le- 
gitimatized. Ile had the contract which the 
dealer makes with him passed upon by the 


courts and in the following form it is pro- 
nounced a valted instrument:

The attention of the uninitiated reader is 
invited to the fact that this contract reads as 
though so many bushels of wheat were actu- 
ally to be delivered underit. That is where 
the validity of the transaction comesin. In 
closing a deal the shop holds itself prepared to 
see the transfer of actual wheat made, but of 
course it is never done. The settlement is 
made between the price in the contract and 
the market price and money is all that changes 
hands. Still the forms, for legality’s sake, 
are all preserved. 

The frequenters of Von Phul’s shop are 
largely young men. It is just across the hall 
way from the billiard parlor and is a busy 
pe place atthe hours of the board. The 
talk and the movements are quicker and more 
excited and there is less decorwm than in Cur- 
tis“ room. The caller is a younger man, too, 
and he snaps out the readings of the ticker in 
half the time the draw! of Curtis’ caller takes. 
Von Phul’s patrons do more scalping. They 
spread their small margins over as many bush- 
els us they can cover and an adverse fluctua- 
tion of half a cent willsendthem off cursing 


their luck while that much in their favor 
brings them crowding around the cash- 
ier’s window to settle and draw 
out the profits, orwhatis more probable, to 


spread the profit out in a small margin on un- 
other large deal. These are the fellows who 
operate from day to day. Their deals involve 
next to no judgment. There is pretty much 
the same luck in the wheat going up or down 
u point in the next hour, as there is in the turn 
of u curd. It is a little more certain to go the 
opposite from what these scalpers think and 
so a change of a quarter or half a cent against 
them freezes them out and their margins go 
to swell the profits of the shop. The manager, 
doesn’t take much troubl@to keep up with 
the jumps of these scalpers. but takes the 


of the bucket shop business which is as much 
gambling as faro or keno is,and open to as 
great objection as any chance scheme. It is 
the worst thing about the shops that they 
make this kind of fortune tempting so easy. 
The amounts taken are so small that any clerk 
or employe ean risk a deal now and then, and 
the chanees are about the same as in a lot- 
* drawing. 

But there is a way in which dealing at the 
bucket-shop becomes legitimate from « moral 
as Well as alegal standpoimt—that is moral, 
if the reader is willing to admit any such thing 
as morality in speculation. Oliver P. Morton 
used to say often, I believe in speculation. 
It makes a country.“ There are a good many 
who think and practice Morton’s creed, and 
to all such, dealing in produce or stocks is a 
business which does not hurt the conscience. 
There are men who make dealing atthe 
bucket-shopsa regular business, and oper- 
ating on a capital of a few hundred dollars, 
make a living at least. But these are men 
who have studied the whole subject of s - 
lation, and who have drawn from their r- 
vations certain deductions which hold good 
four times out of five, Having made a close 


There is a good deal of shrewdness about 
the speculation and the profits to the manager 
are not so large forthe amount of business 


right along whether more grain is. bought of 


uine temperament should operate on a ris- 
ing market and keep clear of the bucket-shop 


when prices are declining day after day. His 
judgment will betray him on the 
falling market in spite of himself. 


On the other hand the chances on the 
dawn grade favor the speculation of the man of 
billious,depressed habit, and he must keep his 
money in his pocket in periods pf buoyancy. 

Again, under ordinary circumstances, it 1s 
found-there are fixedrules which govern the 
fluctuations of prices, whether the tendencies 
be upward er downward. If Oe market is 
rising the produec, take wheat 
to illustrate with, will rise 1 
few points, and then drop back perhaps half 
the number, Then it will goa head of the 
higher previous quotation, then down again 
not so low as before. Perhaps a better idea of 
this may be gained from the following, which 
simply illustrates, in a rough way the fluctua- 
tion of a rising market.

As will be observed it is a bad case of zig- 
Zag. 

There are alternate advanees and reactions 
in a rising market and alternate depressions 
and reactions in a falling market. In Curtis’ 
room some of the regular habitues have kept 
charts for months at u time showing the flue- 
tuations of prices by days. One, gotten up 
very elaborately on the deals in Wheat, was 
shown to the Post-DIspaTcCH man. It ifs 


from August down to the present 
time. By this it uppears that 
whether the ceneral tendeney was 


upward or downward reactions, oceurred with 
hardly a single exception on Tuesdays and 
Fridays of each week. This chart furnishes a 
number of deduetions, until it would seem 
that A careful study of the laws of the market 
would put a man in position to speculate with 
u maximum degree of safety and surety of 
Profit. 
ROSENBERG’S. . 

Immediately Opposite the billiard hall in the 
Merchants’ Exchange Building and to the 
right ofthe hall entering from the Fourth 
street passage-way to the grand stair-case, is 
located the “St. Louis Public Produce and 
Stock Exchange.” ‘The establishment at- 
tracts attention by open doors and handsome 
sign-board illuminated in black and 
cold letters. It reads: St. Louis Publie 
Produce and Stock Exchange Company, or- 
gunized under the laws of the State: capital 
stock $10,000; buy and sell grain, provisions, 
cotton and stocks.“ The “company’’ con- 
sists of Mr. Rosenberg and his backers. For— 
meriv the place was known as Lockwood’s 
bucket-shop, but Within the past 
vear an enterprising Ilebrew came into pos- 
session of the quarters which are perhaps the 
most favorable and commanding on the 
ground floor of the building, admirably 
adapted for business of the character con- 
ducted within its walls. As a bucket-shop it 
aims to do a square business and the room is 
crowded from till 3 o’clock with 
the oddly-mixed elements surrounding the 
commercial life of a great city. The interior 
arrangements of this “texchange’’ are com- 
plete. 
extended panels covering the south wall con- 
tain the daily quotations. The Subdivision 


on the right is devoted to the Chi- 
cago market, wheat, oats, lard, 
pork, ete. The center board 


was reserved for cotton quotations, but this 
branch ofthe business has been abandoned 
and the New York bank statement is inserted 
at intervals in its place. The board on the ieft 
covers the stock quotations. The official 
statements ofboththe New York Stock Ex- 
change and the Chicago produce market are 
te:egraphed every few minutes 
and the figures are immediatslv 
posted upon the boards by the-clerk after the 
call. That functionary has his hands full. 
Hic runs Irom the instrument to the platform. 
chalk in hand, and, as the figures are ticked 
off, they are announced and insérted under 
the proper heading in the respective stock and 
produce columns. The New York stock quo- 
tations are posted from 9 till 3 and the Chicago 
market quotations from 9:50 a. m. until 3:50 
p. m. 

The rules of the establishment are chalked 
upon a huge black board on the east wall. 
They are of the usual character governing 
the bucket-shop system and are fully de- 
scribed in another column. The rules under- 
scored for particular notice are: 1. That con- 
tracts become void when the quotation ex- 
hausting the margin on the same is called. 2. 
that on and after August 10,1880, profits are 
unlimited on grain aad provisions.“ 

The cash counter is placedion the right of 
the entrance. Here the most important 
branch of the business is conducted requir- 
ing the constantattendance of two clerks. 
The area is oceupied by the publie specula- 


tors, x motley gathering sitting around 
in cane chairs, some in groups of 
half nu dozen, some in pairs and 


quartets and afew scattered in corners, soli- 
tury watchers of the call board. When a 
PostT-DISPATCH reporter entered on Satur- 
day, between 12 and 1 o’clock, there were 
thirty bucket-shop pations in the rooms of 
the Rosenberg Produce and Stock Exchange, 
The attendance was somewhat above the aver- 


age for Saturday, ‘and only those 
to whom the turning of a doller 


Was a matter of dire necessity, lingered about 
the place. One or two faces were reeog- 
nized by the newspaper man, and in reply to 
the salutation of a young and well-known cits 
izen, he said: *What are you doing down 
here. I should heave expected to meet you on 
the floor, exclusively!“ 

“Well, | willtell vou why I do a little trade 
down here. For Chicago grain 
and produce, you can do just as well down 
here as up stairs on the Exchange floor. You 
save money by it too, for there is no telegraph 
charge or commission. Irun chiefly in Chi- 
eago stuff and for that market a bueket-shop 
suits me very well.“ 

here is no greater risk then in adopting 
the lower floor in lieu of the upper as a medi- 
um for Chicago transactions?” 

None whatever. You do your business 
direct instead of going to a broker upstairs. 
Private telegrams are sometimes delayed and 
that makes a heap of difference with a rapidly 
fluctuating market. Of course for home and 
New York deals, you must go up stairs if vou 
Want to run straight.’’ . 

“Rosenberg is amply able to meet his en- 
Zugements I presume?” 

es, indeed. It is very seldom that a St. 
Louis bucket-shop shuts its doors.” 

“There are no heavy deals In this place ”’ 
No. The business is mostly light, but 
there is plenty of it. Saturday is a bad day 
to judge either of the attendance here or the 
character and extent of the transactions.” 
ThegRosenberg establishment i- much fre- 
quences by clerks, salesmen, public officials, 
deputies and men of small eash surplusage, 
who drop in during the dinner-hour to stake 
a few gloilars on the latest quotations of rail- 
road stock or produce, chiefly the latter. The 
thirst for speculation is not contined to any 
particular class, and the small men who de- 
sire to gratify a taste in amateur 
grain speculative effort, find bucket-shops 
most convenient places for the investment of 
u dollar. Like playing with fire, the risk is 
pleasantly exciting, and few who enter upon 
this speculative path can be induced to aban- 
donit. The hold is even stronger than the 
assion for gambling with cards, and a thriv- 
ng business at the bucket-shops daily is 
drawn largely from a class of men who 
have legitimate occupations of an entirely dif- 
ferent character, but who hanker after a deal 
with feverish anxiety and turn their pockets 
ifside out in the attempt to become a ‘Smart 
Aleck.’ The bucket-shop on the other hand 
draws in many of the dollars of a mixed class 
who have no other means of age + the wind;

To an outsider, even when business at buck- 
et-shops is active, there are few indieations of 
much trading going forward. The frequenters 
of the place sit around waiting, like Micawber, 
for something to turn up. Yet a very hand- 
some living is made by several men frequent- 
ing bucket-shops. ‘The patrons are not. 
all of the ‘shabby-attire order. At 
Rosenberg’s rooms may be seen daily some 
very well-dressed specimens of city life, who 
board at first-class hotels,affect women and fast 
horses and support all the luxurious habits of 
men with money. They ignore the floor above, 


us the Exchange proper ignores them. ‘Their 
names do not figure in the Director, 
or on the Assessor’s hooks, 


because they have no fixed abode and no 
nice. They display diamonds and jewelry of 
the low order and frecly spend the money 


which is won at the grain gambling room. 
Another clement drawn to the bucket shop 


opposite the billiard-room is that of disap— 


pointed and unlucky business men, those 
Who have failed in pet enterprises 
or have lost positions of it 


lucrative nature through political or corpo- 
ration changes. An ex-journalist or ex-sec- 
retary, an ex-merchant anda physician over 
whom « cloud hangs at this time were seen in 
a croup at Rosenberg’s, anxiously watching 
for Chicago Wheat quotations, on Saturday. 


The sumetotal of available assets, the 
group taken together, might be 
covered by 1 ti ve- dollar hill, 


and vet the gentlemen put on a smiling ex- 
tcrior, dress well, drink the best whiskey, at- 
tend matinees and cling tenaciously to the 
skirts of *prominent citizenship.’ A young 
man, Who gambled at the bucket-shop inthe 
morning and at faro rooms in the evening,not 
long since married into one ofthe best families, 
umong Whom it was understood that the bride- 
vroom Was a commission merchant on /’Change. 

Subsequent inquiry proved that he had 
never seen the floor of "Change, but was a 
dabbler in wheat in the shops below. The 
carriage Which he had presented his wife was 
seized under an attachment; the hotel pro- 
prietor gave the voung couple notice to quit on 
vecount of long arrears: the wife’s sealskin 
was taken from mer back to furnish im- 
mediate necessities and the high- 
toned society wedding was «quickly 
followed by a cruel collapse, Which the hus- 
band mildly attributed to “unfortunate spec- 
ulations in grain.“ This illustrates but one 


phase of the life centered around a bucket- 
shop. 
THE MigPROPOLITAN. 
On the south side of the hall which gives 


entrance to the Merchants’? Exehange from 
Fourth street, the Metropolitan Bucket-shop 
is located. It is one df the most commodious 
and best furnished in the citv. Large black- 
boards line the walls, filled with the quota- 


tions from the New York and 
Chicago markets. Large clocks mark- 
ing New York and Chicago time are 


placed over each board. At the other end is a 
desk, much like that used in banks, with two 
small windows,marked “Cashier” and “Paying 
Teller.” The body of the room is 
furnished with au number of chairs. 
When the reporter entered, a young man Was 
mounted upon a step-ladder, and was busily 
engaged in markihg Chicago quotations en 
the top of a board. The crowd stood around 
with anxious faces,and when the numbers were 
marked, most of them looked disgusted as the | 
house had won again. The house sells wheat, 
corn, outs, pork and stocks. The smallest 
amount of grain purchasable is half a bushel, 
and the limit is 500 bushels. The limit 
on stocks is 100 shares, The 
house limits the profit on stocks to two cents 
u share, but the possibilities on the other arti- 
cles are unlimited. The house has not as large 
u following as some of the others, but most of 
its patrons are old and experienced players 
who play uponasystem. There is a very large 
amount of money wagered every day, and the 


players tight the bank very hard 
and very often come out vie— 
torious. The reporter was taken under the 


wings of an old player, Who explained to him 
the modus operandi on which he worked. 
Mou see,” suid he, We might as well flip 


coins, only that there is «a small mar- 
gin for ealeulation here. But most 


players remove these elements and leave the 
game one of pure chance, We bet upon the 
fluctuations of the New York Stock Market 
and Chicago Provision Market.

The 
players all keep the quotations carefully com- 
piled in note-books, and some of them claim

enable n man to vm. It’s a good way of spe- 
tulating, beeause it is cheap, aud it has some 
of the dignity of « business aboutit, Many 
men Who would not play faro, buck this thine 


persistently, although it ix har 
to tell where the difference comes in. Yes, 


there is considerable money lost in he busi- 
ness, and itis principally among the clerks 
and emploves of the mercantile houses, who 
flatter themselves that their position gives 
them an inside track. 

The speaker went on to say that the buek- 
et-shops drew a more respectable class of cus- 
tomers than the gambling dens, and that was 
about the only difference between the two.“

WINTER IN LONDON. 


Terrible Suffering—Peculiarities of the 
Humid English Climate. 
London Correspondence New York Tribune, 

That there was widespread and severe spf. 
fering from cold is only too true, and account. 
of distress and even deaths are numerous, ‘Ty 
make things worse in London, the riverside 
was under water at the height of the gale. No 

sh tide was expected. This was not one of 
“Those dread conjunetions when the moon and 
other evil influences combine to heap up the 
Waters aud pour a relentless flood into the 
low-lying streets of Lambeth and Southwark. 
The gale did the mischief, and the gale was 
not foretold with so much precision nor its et- 
fects so prudently anticipated as to lend to 
precautions being taken. In fact, the tide wa. 
the highest ever known, say those learned in 
tides. Tide and gale together Overset or 
swamped 100 barges at Woolwich alone, and 
did other damage in that one spot variously 
computed at from one to two millions ster. 
ling. In some of the streets of South London 
the river ran two feet deep during the after- 
noon, and nobody knows how many houses 
had their lower floors submerged, or how 
many thousands of poor families—for these 


behind them and their only outlook in life n 
hurricane of sleet and snow, ina temperature 
mwerking ten degrees of frost. | 

That way of deseribing or registering cold 
may give vou roughly the average difference 
between the temperatures of London ande! 
won't sax New York, but Boston. So man 
degrees of frost means so many degrees below 
the freezing point of the water, 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Now in my time—I mean when! 
lived in Boston—we used always in winter to 
tulk of so many degrees above or below—and 
often below zero. Nobody here would have 
known what vou meant if vou talked abou 
zero; Whence Linfer that Boston is, not per- 
haps 52 degrees, but at least half that, colder 
than London. Nor woulda Bostonian think 
10 degrees below freezing point cold enough 
to be making a fuss about, aud I dare say he, 
inthe plentitude of his superior intelligence 
und endurance of rigorous weather, wonders 
that Londoners should beso effeminate and 
actually presume to suffer from cold when the 
mereury was still so high in the tube. But 
there is cold and cold. Imeta Russian at 
dinner last night who averred that he had 
never endured such misery in his country as 
during the lest two days here. On the other 
hand, every Anglo-Indian tells vou that the 
heut in England is more intolerable than en 
the banks ot the Ganges. It is far more a mat- 
ter of climate than of thermometer. There is 
ne sort of doubt that «a moderate cold is more 
painful here, in a moist and heavy air, and 
especially with an East wind blowing straight 
from the German Ocean into vour face, than a 
much greater degree of cold in such a climate 
us that of the Northern States of Americas. 
On ithe Cousts, it is simply terrible. The cold 
IS not more intense, but the wind gis far more 
violent, and the tale of death fd disaster 
occurring these lasttwo days, awful enough 
already, is as Vet not half told.

While the fourth is a figure of an old gray- 
hearded man. Allof these figures have bells, 
exch With atone in keeping with the axe 
represented. The infant strikes 
its sweet-toned hell at the first 
quarter hour: the larger bell 
ofthe vouth rings out at the end of the hall 
hour, followed by the strong resonant tone of 
the bell of middle age at the third qharter. 
and the hour closing with the mournful be! 
of the aged man. Death, represented by a 
curved skeleton just above the elock face, 
then strikes the hour, at thesame time a curv- 
ed Cupid pops out on either side, witb wing- 
to indicate that time flies. is foliowed 
by sweet music, when Wasbington, rising 
from his chair, presents the Declaration of 
Independence, and «a door on the right is 
opeped by the servant, and each of the en- 
Presidents, donned in the costume otis time 
including President Haves), files efore the 
lather of his Country.” faces him and raise 
his hund, Walks aeross the platform and pass- 
es out of sight ata door whieh is afterwards 
closed by the second servant. Washington 
tukes his seat, and all is quiet again save the 
heavy tick of the wonderful timekeeper. 
Though such a clock shows a great deal ot im- 
gepuity, it ix of little practical value.

ceased was removed from his position as Su— 
perintendent of the Morgue and since then he 
has not been working. Some time ago his 
wife discovered him with 1 
cord about his neck, and 
tied toa bed-post. He had been despondent 
and began to drink heavily of late. At one 
time he entered the kitchen of his house with 
a bowie knife in his hand, but he changed his 
mind and procured the prussic acid, with 
which he took his life, at the Morgue.

Night’s Fire 

A few minutes after nine o’clock on Satur- 
day night began one of the most destructive 
conflagrations which has happened in St. Lou- 
is for some time. The great bridge was only 
xaved|by a fluke, and for a long time it seemed 
that the high wind and its dangerous directien 


would lead the flames right down upon the 
Whole business portion of the town. By he- 
roic exertions the fire was confined to the 
building situated contiguous to the corners of 
Second and Christy avenue, and all together 
the losses will aggregate over $450,000.

The tire was one of the hottest and quickest 
ones ever known in St. Louis. It began ata 
few miuutes after nine, and when the engines 
reached the ground it was utterly beyond 
control as far as the buildings blazing were 
concerned. The whole effort of the depart- 
ment was to confine it within the limits which 
it had seized. Two amateur fire companies 
organized by the Bridge Company were 
speedily at work helping and their assistance 
did a great deal towards keeping the crowds 
back if not towards putting out the fire.

fell from their position among the goods and 
the result was an immediate blaze. There 
was but avery short interval of time before 
the whole store was wrapped in flames. Its 
position is Nos. 618, 620 and 622 North Second 
street, and the blaze was at once communi- 
cated to the adjoining buildings. 

No truly great tire in St. Louis is complete 
without its accident and Charles Livadie, of 
No. 12, was struck and badly hurt by 2 falling 
brick at the fire last night. 

The streets were crowded to sueh an ex- 
tent that the movements of the Department 
were seriously impeded. Few fires have called 
forth such an audience and few were scenes 
of such excitement and anxiety as it was 
hours before there was certainty that the 
bridge Was not going too.

A PASTOR'S INFLUENCE, 
important Decision by Judge Adams in u 
Church Case. 

Judge Adams this morning rendered an im- 
portant decision in the case of Elizabeth Cas- 
parr vs. the First Church of the New Jerusa- 
kam. The plaintiff had been for along time a 
member of the church, The Rev. Dr. Car- 
riere ne been its pustor since 
Im. The plaintiff was an ued 
And feeble woman who trequently resorted to 
her spiritual advise for counsel und aidin re- 
zurd to her temporal ntfuirs. For many years 
prior to 1877, being a woman of some means, 
the plaintiffot her own motion had entertained 
the purpose of leaving n legacy 
of „000 10 the church. The 
unthorities of the church in 1877 discovered 
that the plaintiff had made a will without any 
bequest to their church. The pastor inter. 
viewed the Indy upon the subjeet and there 
were subsequent interviews in which the pas- 
tor und offieers of the church took part. It 
was suggested to the plaintiff that she 
might anticipate her purpose by making such a 
present then, and as she had other property 
she inight as wellmake the amount K, 000, for 
the good of the church. The lady acceded to 
this, aud a deed was executed in February, 
1878. givhig to the church a note for 
4.000, due from the estate of 
George Morgens, deceased. The plaintiff had 
indorsed the note and delivered it five or six 
months before the formal cxeecution of. a deed 
gift. The church collected the note soon 
after and are now enjoving the proceeds. The 
suit was breught to caneel the deed on the 
zround that it was obtained by the
